BILL PASSED TO 
PREVENT INJURY 

IN- BOXING . 
. AND WRESTLING 


Brussels, Apr. 2. 

The Belgian Lower House, on 
a free vote, today passed a bill 
authorising the Health Minister 
te make rules for the prevention 
of injury in boxing and wrestl- 
ing matches. : 

The bill Is a revised version 
of one originally Introductd in 
1052 by M. Philippart, a Catho- 
i iow dl which proposed hae 

.| banning of all public Ox: 
and wrestling matches, 

In ita much-amended ° form 
the bill states prinefpally — that 
“boxing exhibitions and matches 
May Only be organise under 
conditions that will “~ protect 
boxers as far as possible from 
broken bones and serlous cx- 
ternal or internal injuries or 
other wounds.” ¢ 


for wrestling. 

The bill provides for impri- 
sonment from o week to six 
months, and fines ranging from 
100 to 1,000 Belgian francs 
{about 14 shillings and two 
pence tu £7 and three shillings 
Sterling) for persons taking part 
in matches “contrary to condtf- 
tlons to be lald down by the 
Health Minister."—Reuter.

Sorcery, as distihct from the 
benelicient forms of magic used 
to ‘ensure = gded crops or the 
recovery of sick persohs, brings 
a considerable element of 
anxiety and fear {nto the natlves' 


lives, Sorcerers have been 
ktlown to hold whote rrouvs of 
natives in fear and some have 
proctised an casy form of ex- 
tortion, 

The apread of Christfanity 
and tho fact that soreery is a 
runishable offence under tho 
white man's law have had some 
effect on {fie practica 6f these 
tlies,,but they have not wiped 
them out, especially among somo
